MR. SMALLEY. 


EXCITEMENT ATTENDING AND FOLLOWING 
THE IRISH CONVENTIONS. 


Lonpon, April 28.—[G. W. Smalley’s Cable 
to New York Tribune.|—London papers 
have received many columns by cable re- 
specting the Irish conventions in Philadel- 
phia, but have mostly reserved decisive com- 
ménts till the conclusion of the proceedings. 
It is quite understood here that it was fear 
of American, not fear of English opinion, 
which prevented the open adoption of the 
dynamite policy. It is understoéd also-that 
the omission of all condemnation of violence 
and outrages signifies an implicit approval 
of them by the convention, and a!so an ap- 
proval of Mr. Parnell. Nothing that Mr. 
Parnell ever said or did has produced a 
worse impression here than his capled letter 
to the conventions. “Mr. Parnell,” says 
the Standard, ** has outdone himself in this 
document for audacity and perversion of 
facts unequaled by his highest flight of ora- 
torical effrontery, when he asserts that 
he is obliged to remain in England 
to oppose the Criminal-Code bill. He 
wishes his American friends to understand 
that the English Legislature is forging an- 
other weapon of oppression and cruelty 
against Ireland, and assumes that America 
is ignorant that the new bill is impartially 
applicable to the whole United Kingdom. 
Mr. Parnell’s present policy is not constitu- 
tional agitation, but is dictated by a discreet 
regard for consequences.”’ 

SATURDAY’S DEVELOPMENTS. 

Itis said here in important quarters that 
Mr. Parnell is so deeply implicated in the 
work of the party of violence as to be unable 
to disavow them, even if he wished to do so. 
It is belived that Tynan could connect the 
Parliamentary party directiy with the crimes 
if he could be extradited. 

Devine’s instructive testimony yesterday 
in Dublin adds one link to the short chain 
between the murderers and the politicians. 
No effort will be spared to identify the mem- 
bers of the House who attended the meeting 
of assasins. 

Fagan’s conviction partly reassures the 
Crown officers, who began to dread the com- 
plete success of the conspiracy for tampering 
with jurors whom it failed to intimidate. 

BRADLAUGH. 

Mr. Bradlaugh and the Afiirmation bill 
have fairly divided public attention with 
Irish matters owing partly to Lord Cole- 
ridge’s (Chief Justice of England) judgment 
in his favor in the aetion for maintenance 
against Mr. Newdegate (Conservative mem- 
ber for North Warwickshire), but still more 
to Mr. Gladstone’s speech in the House of 
Commons Thursday. Everybody remarks 
Mr. Bradlaugh’s singular good fortune in 
the force of circumstances compelling Lord 
Coleridge and Mr. Gladstone both to appear 
practically as the advocates of the man 
whose views they detest, and with whose 
character and conduct they have no sym- 
pathy. Mr. Gladstone’s defense of the Af- 
firmation bill crowded the House on Thurs- 
day toits utmost limits, and extorted a trib- 
ute of admiration from his bitterest op- 
ponents. He boldly admitted that the 
identification of the Ministry and the Liberal 
party with the cause personified by Mr. 
Bradlaugh had seriously prejudiced both 
the Ministry and the party with the 
country, but declared that the sacrifice of the 
broad principle of civil equality,regardless of 
religious convicuon, would be prejudicial to 
religion itself not less than to political lib- 
erty. The speech abounded in tmgenious 
argumentation, and contained many passages 
of lofty eloquence. ‘The debate is expected 
to consume two more nights. The Liberal 
whips calculate on having a majority of 
about thirty. The Lords will ultimately 
throw out the bill, the Tories being more 
resolute than ever to protract a controversy 
enlisting the bigotry and prejudice of - the 
country on their side, although many .eni- 
nent clergymen, inclading Cardinal New- 
man and Dr. Bright, Regius Professor of 
Ecclesiastical History in Oxford, and the 
Rey. Malcom M. McColl support affirmation. 

LOCAL OPTION, 

Last night’s majority in the House of 
Commons in favor of Sir Wilfred Lawson’s 
(Liberal member for Carlisle) local-option 
resolution accurately reflects the growing 
etrength of the temperance movement 
among the people of ailclasses. ‘The rapid- 
ly-increasing nuinber of profitable cotfee-pal- 
aces marks one extreme, and the advocacy of 
the movement by powerful members of 
the aristocracy marks the other. The 
meeting of last Saturday at Stafford 
House, when the Duchess of Sutherland 
donned a blue ribbon, provokes some ridi- 
cule, but more active sympathy. The Mipn- 
istry intend to treat temperance simply as a 
branch of the local-government question. 
They accept Sir Wilfrid Lawson’s resolution 
in principle, but expect to carry it out in 
their own way hereafter, probably, as Mr. 
Gladstone hinted, by creating representative 
boards for general and local purposes, licens- 
ing included. This will not satisfy the ex- 
treme Temperance party. 

THE QUEEN. 

The medical reports of the condition of the 
Queen continue to indicate improvement 
but itis extremely gradual. She has donea 
popular thing in instituting the royal Order 
of the Red Cross for ladies or nursing sisters 
deserving honor for special exertions in at- 
tending soldiers and sailors. 

PICTURES. 

The private view today of the summer ex- 
hibition at Grosvenor Gallery was thronged 
as usual, in spite of foolish rumors that so- 
cietyj intended to stay away as a mark 
of sympathy for Lady Lindsay.

MR. JENNINGS. 
A LEGION OF INFORMERS. 

New Yorx, April 28.—[Mr. Jennings’ 
Cable to New York World.|—The proceed- 
ings cf the two Irish conventions at Philadel- 
phia have been copiously reported in the 
cable correspondence of the London pa- 
pers, but especially of the Times, and 
have excited some curiosity through- 
out the country. The general public, 
I may say, 1s much puzzled to 
make out the precise meaning and character 
of these gatherings. “If active measures 
of hostility towards England are intended 
by the Irish population of the United States,” 
it is said, “‘why is a convention to»promote 
them permitted to be held in a friendly 
country?” It should be said here that the 
popular fear of violence in any form has al- 
most entirely abated, a fact that is to be 
attributed in part to the confidence 
that is felt in the watchfulness of the police, 
and its capacity to cope with the ‘“‘skirmish- 
ers”? and ‘“ dynamiters,” but in still greater 
part to the breaking-out in the ranks of the 
latter of a veritable epidemic of “ inform- 
ing.” Itis no exaggeration to say that the 
so-cailed “secret” organizations that have 
been formed to carry on the con- 
spiracy against England are honey- 
combed throughout by traitors. Thom- 
as Devine, of whom the cable 
has, I suppose, given you a full account, is 
the latest approver, bu® he is by no means the 
last. There are,others—and still more im- 
portant ones, too—in the background. In 
fact, as I predicted in these dispatches last 
week, there has been inaugurated on the 
part of the conspirators in both countries a 
very general scramble to save their worth- 
less necks. The knowyedge of this fact, to 
say nothing of the uncertainty as 
to precisely who* has informed and 
the extent of the revelations, must. act 
powerfully in deterring future opera- 
tions. Noman engaged in the Irish con- 
spiracy dares to trust another. Devine’s 
evidence, to which I have already alluded, 
has been especially valuable to the authori- 
ties, revealing as it does the inner workings 
of the Fenian organization. Much of the in- 


formation given by him and _ other 
informers is still withheld by the 
authorities, who appreciate the fact 
that in dealing with plotters who 


distrust each other, reticence as to the ex- 
tent of their knowledge is the surest provo- 
cative of further disclosures. The new 
agents of the ‘“dynamiters” are being 
watched for at all the seaports; as for the’old 
ones, it is believed that they are completely 
demoralized. I am credibly informed that 
all the keys of Windsor Castle were stolen 
last week. Their loss was discovered on the 
day that it occurred, and on the same day 
new locks were sent down from London, the 
event, it may naturally be imagined, causing 
great alarm wherever the news was beard. 
This is only one instance illustrating the 
truth of the statement that has already been 
made—that every plot is revealed almost at 
the very instant of its inception. The infor- 
mation thus proffered to the police places 
every leader in the movement within the 
reach of the galiows or the jail. 
BRADLAUGH. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech on the Bradlaugh 
(Affirmation) bill, which be supported with 
even more than his usual vigor and persua- 
siveness, has been a great rietorical suc- 
cess—indeed, it may fairly be ranked among 
his greatest efforts. Nevertheless, it is doubt- 
ful whether it has helped the measure. In- 
deed, the Premier’s passionate intervention, 
taken in conjunction with Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge’s judgment deciar- 
ing in as many words that Christian- 
ity is no longer the law of 
the land, has given so much offense 
to the religious classes that it is altogether 
probable that this Bradlaugh affair may 
eventually prove ruinous to the Ministry. 
The opposition to the bill in the House 
is headed by a  stanch ‘Tory and 
an advanced Kadical; the Roman Catholic 
Bishops have petitioned against the bill, and 
the Churchmen and Nonconformists are for 
once united against it. Another source of 
weakness inthis measure isto be found in 
the fact that it affects both Houses; 
hence the Lords would have a 
constitutional right to throw it 
out, and it would scarcely be possible tq,di- 
rect an agitation against thenm. If, however, 
the bill (which simply allows any member to 
affirm who pleases to do so) should pass, 
affirming would soon become the fashion, 
and it would not be long, in all probability, 
ere the oath was abolished as needless use of 
the Divine name. ,

Raum, Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue. 


The Move Understood to Have Been 
Made from Motives of 
Business. 


Gen: Raum Has Some Valuable 
Law Practice—He Will De-

RAUM”’’S RESIGNATION. 
A SURPRISE EVEN TO THE OFFICESEEKERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.~[Special. | 
—Gen. Raum created a surprise today by re- 
signing his commission as Commissioner of 
| Internal Revenue. But very few had any 
notice of his purpose, although he has had 
the step under consideration for some time. 
A little before 1 o’clock he requested As- 
sistant Secretary New to go with him to the 
President, stating that he intended to tender 
his resignation. is was the first intima- 
tion that Mr. New had that Gen. Raum had 
any such purpose. The President re- 
ceived the information with great surprise, 
and said that he should part with 
much reluctanee from an officer who had 
administered so important a bureau of the 
Government with such success, and that, so 
long as Gen. Raum was at the head of that 
bureau, he himself had never felt the slight- 
est concern. He wished the out-going Com- 
missioner the best success in private life. 
Gen. Raum then called upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury and notified him that he had 
surrendered the commission to his superior 
officer. Judge Folger, of course, had no al- 
ternative but to acquiesce. He expressed 
both surprise and regret, for the relations 
between -him and Gen. Raum have been 
of the most cordial .character. He was 
pleased that Gen. Raum had _ considered it 
expedient to remain until al! preparations 
had been made to put the new tax-law into 
operation. The news of his resignation 
speedily spread throughout the bureau, and 
the heads of divisions immediately called 
upon him te express their regret. o THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent, later, Gen. Raum 
said: *I have decided to resume the practice 
ot my profession. My family is large, and 
the salary of this office is not ade- 
quate to my needs. There is nothing what- 
‘ever political in this movement, and my 
relations to the President and Secretary 
Folger have been of the pleasantest charac- 
ter.” Gen. Raum will open a law office in 
this city. Itis understood that he has some 
valuable mining interests in Arizona which 
are now likely to prove very remunerative, 
and he has several legal engagements of im- 
portance. Oneof them is said to be the de- 
fense of ex-Senator Kellogg in the matter of 
the indictment now pending in this District. 

‘Phe statement that there has been any po- 
litical difference between Gen. Raum and 
Secretary Folger which has resulted in Gen. 
Rautmn’s resignation is not true. Their rela- 
tions are pleasant, ang Secretary Folger said 
tonight that he parted with Gen. Raum with 
much regret. Gen. Raum says that he shall 
enter actively upon the practice of the law in 
the United States Supreme Court, the Court 
of Claims, and the departments, giving spe- 
cial attention to internal revenue and cus- 
toms matters, and will take offices on Mon- 
day. Representative Barrows, of Michigan, 
is spoken of as successor of Gen. Raum. 

The President said tonight: * [If afl the 

bureaus of the Government were as. faith- 
fully, honestly, ably, and intelligently ad- 
ministered as the Internal Revenue Bureau 
it would be a pleasure to be President.”’ 

THE VISI¥ TO THK PRESIDENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—The Presi- 
dent expressed surprised on Jearning the ob- 
ject of Gen. Raum’s visit, and asked for an 
exviapation. Gen. Raum said he had 
been in office xr a long time with 
a meagre salary and had finally con- 
cluded that private interests required all 
his attention. The President spoke of 
Gen. Raum’s remarkable snuecess, and said 
that he app d hisservicesin the high- 
est degree. e hoped that the resignation 
had not been provoked by any act of his, or 
of the Treasury Department. Gen, Baum 
assured the President that this wasmot the 
case, and took occasion teexpress his high 
personal regard for the President and Sec- 
retary Folger, citing the many acts of court- 
esy extended him by those gentlemen. The 
President said that while he accepted 
resignation, he did so with reluctance, as he 
regretted the logs of so valuable an _ officer. 
Gen. Raum has beld the office of Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue for six years and 
nine. months. 

It is reported that within three hours after 
the resignation of Gen. Raum as Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue was accepted six 
applications were received by the President 
from ex-inembers of Congress for the posi- 
tion. 

[The announcement ifn a telegram from Wasb- 
ington that Green B. Raum, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, had tendered his resignation 
was received with great surprise at the Govern- 


. mént Building, none of the officials there evi- 


dently having any idea of such a thing. And 
they were ata lossto account for the sudden 
termination of the Commissioner's career at the 
Capital. A Special Agent in the Internal Rev- 
enue Office who had received a dispatch from 
‘hia chief Friday night was incredulous, since he 
would have been aptto know if the Commis- 
sioner contempiated such ‘action. Postmaster 
Paimer couldn’t imagine the reason, and Dan 
Shepard was surprised when THe TRIBUNE re- 
porter toid bim the news. “Idon’t know what 
it meaos,”’ said Mr. Sbepard. “Raum may be 
going into business, or there may have been a 
row. His leaving 1s a surprise to me.’’)

THE STRAITS OPEN. 


The First Boat to Pass the Straits Is 
Not the Champlain, but the 
Macy. 


She Hngs the North Shore, Exchanges 
Compliments with the Fert, and 
Enters Lake Huron. 


The Messenger Arrives at Point St. Ignace 
with Bunting Flying at the 
Masthead. 


While Steamers Can Force a Passage, Sail Ves- 
sels May Find the Lake’s Throat 
Cheked. 
Pine on the Northern Michigan Peninsula— 
The New Ogdonsburg Line—The 
Marine Pool. 


The Opening of the Strait«. 

MACKINAW Crry, Micb., April 28.—[Special.]— 
The ice-bridge is broken at last, and the firet 
steamer has passed through. It is not 
the Champlain, as &xpected, but a 
large, dark, three-masted steam-bargo, 
6u pposed to be the Macy. She 
passed down at 11 o’ciock this forenoon. She 
kept well over toward the other shore, and 
passed through the northern channel, so that I 
could not make out her name. She experienced 
no trouble from ive while in sight of bere. 
When off Fort Mackinae she whistied a salute, 
which was answered with cannon from the fort 

i The Messenger went into St. Ignace at7 o'clock 
tonight, with bunting flying. She kept well over 
towards the north shore of Lake Michigan, and 
passed to the northwara of St. Helena at sun- 
down. 

The Champlain was nowhere in sight. 

A cold northwest wind has blown all day and 
crowded the ice in about bere so that tonight it 
extends as far as the eye can reach. In the 
direction of Waugeshance light it is badly piled 
up, andif the grain-fleet get caught they will 
get as badly stove up as they did two years ago. 
Vessels should not try to get through before a 
week at the least, and unless the weather gets 
wariner they will not be safe here fortwo weeks. 
Weather clear and cool; mercury 38 above at 
8 p. m. 

CHEBOYGAN. Mich., April 28.—[Special.]—The 
straits are wide open. A biack steam-barce 
passed through about noon today, taking the 
north passage, which was entirely clear of ice, 
while the south passage, in some places, was al- 
most blocked. Thisis supposed to be the first 
craft through the straits this season. If the 
winds continue fresh for several days from the 
west the straits will soon be quite clear. The 
ice-fleids extend through the entire passage, and 
asfar down as Thunder Bay light, on Little 
Huron, The wind is brisk, and the weather 
clear and cold. 

GLEN HAVEN, Mich., April 28.—[Special.]—The 
bay bere is full ofice. Thrée vessels are fast in 
it. The rest of the fleet made South Manitou 
yesterday, but ran out of there this morning, 
the ice crowding them. 

Port Huron, Mich., April 28.—[Special.]—The 
steam-barge %. J. Macy passed through the 
Straits this morning. A private dispatch says 
that she passed by the north passege. The 


south passage is blocked at Waubaushank’s 
Height. 


The information embodied in the above dis- 
patches preciudes any doubt that the opening of 
the straits bas finally been accomplished, and un- 
less the Champlain bas succeeded in making her 
way into port previously the honor of being the 
first vessei of the season to pass through the 
Straits will be claimed by the S.J. Macy. The 
Macy ieft here Thursday morning for the low- 


er lakes, and predictions were made that she 
would remain in the ice for at least a week be- 
fore she could get through. 

Although there are over 100 propellers and 
schooners loaded and ready to sail, the proba- 
bilities are that there will not be a very active 
movement of the fleet untii Tuesday, as 
by waiting until then vessel-owners will 
save 10 per cent on their § insur- 
ance rates, which amounts to considerabie. 
Besides, there is no desire manifested by the 
majority of the vesselmen to rush off for the 
straits until the large floes of tioating ice have 
had a chance to disappear, which generaily 
takes several days after the opening, it will be 
an easy matter for the large propellers to make 
their way through, and several of them wiil no 
doubt start today or tomorrow, but Captains of 
sailing vesseis will wait a few days. 


The Chicago Marine-Insurance Pool

and adjourned. 

Immediately afterward the nine agents con- 
stituting the representatives of companies en- 
gaged in the pooling cumbination held a con- 
sulitation mecting and organized what they term 
the Chicago Marine-Insurance Pool, and elected 
the following officers for the ensu- 
ing year: President, W. M. Egan; 
Vice-President, W. B. Hibbard; Secretary, 
and Treasurer, H. C. Ranney, who will aiso act 
as Pool Commissioner; Executive Committee, L 
J. Smith, E. C. Hibbard, and J. V. Kellogg. 

The Executive Committee and President and 
Vice-President, who are ex-officio members, 
were appointed asacommittee on adjustment 
of ioans. 

The subject of rates was not canvassed to any 
extent, it ing understood that for the present 
cargo insurance rates should be on a basis of 20 
cents to Buffalo, and until notification of a 
change was made by the committee appointed 
for that purpose ata previous meeting. 

The pool also ratitied the action of the con- 
vention, and made the following distribudon of 
shares among the companies named:

The Lumber Product of Lake Superior. 

It is estimated that fully 60,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber will be shipped from the different ports on 
Lake Superior, which will be an increase of 
about 33% per cent over last year’s shipwents. 
The lumber product of the Northern Peninsula 
is yearly increasing, and bas already assumed 
no small proportions. If it keeps on increasing 
as rapidly as in the last few years it bids fair 
to rival the great iumbering interests 
on the east shore. The pineries of this sparse- 
ly -inbabited region are of gigantic xrowtb and 
superior quality, and as steps are being taken 
to facilitate the consumpuon by erecting large 
milis, it will be but a short time before the prod- 
uct is doubled and trebled. It was but afew 
years ago when lumber wag shipped to that sec- 
tion, but the steady flow of the tide of emigra- 
ton has necessitated home manufacture, and 
they are now able to export their product in ad- 
dition to supplying themselves.

the West. A residence here of twenty years or 
more bas taught me, however, that there is no 
essential difference between any of the sects 
mentioned.

©8, as it certainly is in the direct line of descent 
from Piymouth Rock and Boston Bay. 
this sect Mr. Joseph Cook seems to be the 
test prophet. Since the collapse, amid the 
ter of Europe and America, of his scieno- 
tific pretensions, be hus more sensibly devoted 
himseif to his strictly clerical, theological, and 
prophetic work; and in this lieid be revivestoa 
considerable extent the memories, ideas, and 
aims of bis predecessors, Uanivin, Knox, and Cot- 
ton Matber. Reading his various utterances one 
easily feeis bow be longs for a return of the 
good old days of theological supremacy. ‘One 
Canoot help seeing with what grace and ceep 
coutent he would rejoice tu discharye in Boston 
orChicago just such duties as Calvin did 
at Geneva. Were this a possible thing 
at this day we might expept among otber 
things to see a suppression of _ ail 
theatrical entertainments, of Sunday 
newspapers, of Sunday trains and street-cars, a 
censvership of the weekday press, compulsory to- 
tai abstinence by actot governoment,expurgated 
text- books for the schools (indeed we still have 
that), and that jatest remarkable conception 
ot theological statesmanship—woman-suffrage 
upon the so-called * temperance ’’ question, but 
upon no other. it would, bowever, be strictly 
in line with this idea, and it is altogether prob- 
able that if enforced Sunday observance still 
seewed to retrograde, woman’s vote miyzht be 
extended us to include chat little matter also. 
ale suifragzwe would doubtiess Le so restricted 
@s to his thevcratic ideas might seem good. 
- But leaving these matters we may say gen- 
that the hostility of Mr. Cook and of his 
. Proression to the daily press is but the survival

Not that Methodism was 
introdnced here that year, the first society being 
formed in 1766, Dut in 1784 the Methodiat Episco- 
pal Church was organized, and now the aiffer- 
ent brancoesof the clturch are preparing to cel- 
ebrate the event. 

Arrangements are betng made in Pittsburg for 
the semi-annual meeting of the Methodist Bish- 
ops in that city Muay 9, and the event promises 
to be an interesting one in Methodist circles. It 
is likely a reception will be tendered the 
Bishops, and a strong and general desire has 
been expressed to hear’ Bishop Simpson preach 
Sunday afternoon, May 3. 

During the early part of Marcb a Chinese 
Catholic school was opened at 920 Clay street, 
San Francisco, under the direction of the Rev. 
Gregory Autonuni, who was for several years 
engaged in missionary labors among the Chinese 
in Canton. The zealous missionary is assisted 
by several teachers, the principai of whom is 
Andrew Mahi, and at present there are fifty-five 
Chiuese under instruction.

The Tablet now claimsin all English- 
speaking countries 195 sees, 14,444 priests, 12,796 
churches, and 15,906,000 persons who are con- 
nected more oriess closely with the chureh. 
One-third of the Bishops, three-fourths of tbe 
priests, 44 per cent of the membership are iu 
the United States. 

The tion. John Jay bas been elected President 
of the Evangelical Alliance of the United States, 
in place of the Hon. William E. Dodge, deceased. 
Mr. Jay isan earnest Evangelical Christian of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. His grand- 
father, Jobn Jay, the first Chief-Justice of the 
United States, was President of the American 
Bibie Society: hie father, William Jay. a jurist 
and philantbropist, was Presideot of the West- 
chester County Bible Society and of the 
American Peace Society. 

The Rev. Felix Verreydt, the oldest member 
of the Society of Jesus in the United States, and, 
one of the first founders of that order in the 
West, died at St. Xavier College, Cincinnati, 
March 15, in tho 85th year of his age. As early 
as 1323, at the request of Monsiguor Du Bourg, 
the Bishopof Upper and Lower Louisiana. he 
set out to establish the tirst bouse of his order 
west of the Alieghenies, and iocated at Flori- 
sant, a email French village eighteen miies from 
St. Loute, making 1,298 miles of his long journey 
on foot. |

A Large Batch of Ex-Public Officials 
Indicted iu Montana for Sundry Acts 
of Crookedness. 

Mies Crry, Mont., April 28.—[Special.}—

FEARFUL ACCIDENT. 


A Lady Caught by the Head and 
Neck Between an Elevator and 
the Framework—Crushed 
Beyond Recognition. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 29.—[Special. } 
—This afternoon a horrible accident occur- 
red in the elevator-shaft of the Nevada 
Block, resulting in the instant death of a 
lady and the serious injury of the elevator- 
boy. The elevator was ascending with the 
lady, a gentleman, and the elevator-boy. 
While midway the elevator caught and re- 
fused to go either up or down. The boy 
opened the skylight and got on top of the 
elevator, and intending to get the lady out 
managed to get her up, and also proceeded 
to open the doors leading out to the secofid 
floor. As she stuck her head out the elevator 
gave a violent jerk upward, antl before 
she could extricate herself or even utter a 
cry her head and neck were caught between 
the framework of the shaft, and the elevator 
boy grabbed the rope, but the cage ascended 
several feet before it was stopped, earrying 
the upper part of the woman’s body up with it, 
squeezing it into a space six inches wide, 
lievaring the crash and noise, some occupants 
of the building rushed out and saw blood 
dripping from the mangled corpse through 
the wire framework of the elevator-shaft to 
the second floor, where it collected in a 
iarge povl, ‘The body was found with the 
lower portion lying on top of the elevator, 
while the shoulders, head, and neck 
could not be seen. The body remained 
for nearly an nour in the position where the 
elevator had left it when it stopped, the head 
being caught between the front of the top of 
the cage and the casing of the shaft. At last 
two workmen arrived, and getting on top of 
the cage pried up the spring of the safety- 
latch, and the cage fell to the floor below. 
An examination showed that the neck of the 
unfortunate woman was broken. Her face 
was horribly disfigured; the nasal bone was 
torn off andthe eyes torn out ef their sock- 
ets. So little remained of the features that 
it was impossible to recognize her, and the 
body has not yet been identified. The ele- 
vator is Hickeley’s patent, lifting and de- 
scending by a wire rope. A cog breaking in 
the drum is believed to be the cause of the 
accident.

Attempts to Commit Suicide—Extreme Violence— 
Giimpses of His Ignoble Career— 
His Wealth. 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 28.—[Special.]—It 
was reported from the Onondaga Peniten- 
tiary this afternoon that Joseph Parish, of 
Chicago, had attempted to commit suicide, 
The report caused considefable excitement, 
especially at the hotel, where a number of 
his friends from Chicago and New York are 
staying, and proved to be true. Parish, who 
is one of the most notorious pickpockets in 
the United States and is well known 
throughout the country, was convicted of 
grand larceny in the first degree last night. 
He was taken to the _penitentiary 
for safe keeping pending sentence by 
Judge Northrup next Tuesday. From the 
same source it became noised about that 
Parish would ke sent to the Auburn State 
Prison for tén years. This information was 
imparted ‘to him in his cell by one of his 
friends this forenoon. He became very much 
excited, and raved like a madman, Superin- 
tendent Sadler thought that he had taken 
some drug, and immediately sent for phy- 
sicians. On their arrival Parish became 
more calm, and declared that he had not 
taken anything, but would if he could pro- 
cure it. He said that he would never be 
taken to prison alive. 

BELLADONNA. 

This afternoon Parish requested that a 
messenger be called, as he wanted to send to 
the laundry to get some clean clothes. The 
messeliger-boy was allowed to go to his cell. 
On the boy’s return with the package he at- 
tempted to pass the guard without detection, 
but was stopped. The package was opened 
and ¢verything examined. Ina pairof flan- 
nel drawers a botile of belladonna was dis- 
covered. The boy was taken into custody. 
He stated that Parish requested him to get 
it. Tonight, when your correspondent called 
at the penitentiary, Parish was extremely 
violent and was attempting to destroy 
everything in his cell He wouid 
converse with no one. It is thought 
that he is using this ruse to get transferred 
to the hospital, where he could with the aid 
of his friends effect an escape. He has- been 
arrested for pocket-picking very many times 
before, but has never been convicted until 
now. 


MONEY. 

After his arrest some of his friends called 
on District-Attorney Hoyt, and tried to com- 
promise the case by the payment of a round 
suuin of money. Oneof the jurymen, it is 
said, was offered $5,000if he would stand out 
and cause a disagreement of the jury. The 
first ballot stood eleven for conviction and 
one for acquittal, and each ballot was the 
saine tillitis supposed that the one juror 
began tothink that his plan was known, and 
finally voted for conviction. Members of the 
SpOrne fraternity, both from the East and 
West, have been in town during the trial, 
and have been heard to declare that Juve Par- 
isi would never go to prison. The arrest 
and triai have caused a great deal of excite- 
ent here. Parish’s two accomplices, 

homas Wilson, of Chicago, and James Cen- 
nocs, of New York, pleaded guilty today, 
and will be sentenced owwitn Parish 
on Tuesday. Extra etecnenaes were 
taken to guard these prisoners at the court 
house and venitentiary. Letters have been 
received from many cities by the Sheriff to 
hold Parish should he be acquitted here. 
Parish and his pals picked the pocket of 
Dilas A. Johnson, of Fabius, of $550 at the 
passenger station of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Railroad in this city last 
December. Johnson had $2,500 in another 
pocket, which they did not secure. Parish 
has lived more or less in Chicago for the last 
two or three years, going back and forth te 
New York. 


THE CHICAGO ae : 
Joe Tarish, alias “ Sealskin Foe,” is a char- 
acter well known to the Chicago detectives. 
He is @ small man, abouf 40 years old, and 
dresses like a gentleman. He has the repu- 
tation of being able to turn his hand to any- 
thing crooked, from a petty sneak to a big 
confidence job. Unlike most crooks, how- 
ever, he is stingy with his money, always in- 
vesting if where le thinks it will pay good 
interest. He is reputed to be worth 
over $50,000. He owns a house and 
loton indiana avenue, near Twenty-sixth 
street, and another on Butterfield street, near 
Thirty-second. Several years ago he became 
mixed up in the larceny of some valuable 
sealskin Cloaks in this city, and thereby 
earned his peculiar alias of * Sealskin Joe.”

SHOCKING BRUTALITY. 


A Child Starved, and Then Beaten 
with a Red-Hot Shovel, by Her 
Inhuman Mother.
